BANK OF MONTREAL 


Opened B anch Here 
on December 12, 1918 


This week the local branch of the 
Bank of Montreal is observing its 25th 
anniversary of service to the residents 
and business interests of this district. 

Taking over the private banking 
business of J.W. Baird and Company, 
The Merchants Bank of Canada, since 
amalgamated with tre Bank of Mont- 
| real, opened its office on December 
12, 1918, in a portion of the Carbon | 
Hotel property; these premises were 
occupied until ’April, 1923, when the 
bank moved to the building known as 
the Scout Hall, and on November 30, 
1935 to the present location, 

This event recalls early days in the 
community when Carbon was but a 
small village of barely 200 people. 
Communications were difficult as there 
were no railroad facilities, and pro- 
gress lagged somewhat until the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway completed 
their line from Calgary to Kneehill 
in 1922, With the coming of the rail- 
road business improved through an 
outlet being made available for Car- 
bon coal, which is one of the most 
valuable natural resources of the dis- 
trict. The local coal deposits compare 
favourably with those in the Drum- 
heller field and present conditions have 
given some impetus to this industry. 

Situated in a valuable farming dis- 
trict, Carbon has made full use of: 
these advantages and its citizens look 
forward with confidence in the contin- 
uing progress of the community,

It was on November 3, 1817, when 
pioneer Canadians were doing practi- 
cally all their business by barter, that 
the Bank of Montreal—the first per- 
manent bank in British North Amer- 
ica—opened its doors for business in 
a modest little rented office in St, Paul 
Street, Montreal, with the formidable 
capital of $250,000, 

Trading in the Canadian colonies 
in the early 1800’s was carried on un-

They have, nevertheless, received some publicity which has led 
to considerable thought and discussion on the subject. Events of the past 
four years have shown beyond doubt that the ties which join together the 
various parts of the Empire have never been stronger than they are today. 
The most recent assurance of this fact has come in the appointment of 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester, the King’s brother, as the 
Governor-General of the Commonwealth of Australia. This appointment 
is seen by many as an emphatic reply to those who have sought to show} 
that there is disunity within the Empire, for it was made at the request of 
Prime Minister Curtin, the head of Australia’s Labour government.

vitamins destroyed by heat (about 10°, B1) are lost. If we boil the vege 
tables and throw the water away, as most of us do, vitamin C and members 
of the vitamin B complex are lost because they are water soluble. Most of 


us cook vegetables in too much water, but science tells us they need be just 
covered with water In the case of leafy vegetables just the water that 
clings to the leaves after washing is necessary. 
We should divide vegetables into two classes | 
1, The leafy vegetables, chard, spinach, cabbage, broccoli and strong 
flavoured vegetables such as Onions, turnips and Kohlrabi are cooked with- 
out a cover, 
2. The other ones corn, parsnips, peas, potatoes, salsify 
Squash, string beans are cooked with a cover, 
If you follow these few rules in cooking you will be getting the maxi 
mum food value from your vegetables: : 
1. Use raw vegetables 
2 3ake or steam them frequently. 
3. Boil vegetables in skins if possible, in little water and only 
until they are done 
4. Wash, peel or cut vegetables just before cooking, 
5 Use the cooking water for soups, sauces, ete. 
6. Serve immediately

jing at Toronto. But more important

}born in Britain, she explained, the

Roman Cemetery 


Ancient Graveyard Was Unearthed 
In Britain 

W. Percival Westell, 69, curator of 
|Letchworth museum in Hertford- 
|shire, and supervisor of excavating 
|}work in 1925 which unearthed a 
Roman cemetery at Baldock, died 
recently. 

The cemetery, covering nearly 
1,000 square yards, yielded 320 
grave groups, including one with 4 
curse—a leaden tablet pierced with 
nine holes. In five of the holes iron 
nails had been inserted. The pierc- 
ing was stated to indicate the “fix- 
ing” power of the curse, which para- 
lyses its victim, depriving him of 
the strength of life.

Since Lord Woolton became Bri- 
tain’s food minister in 1940, he has 
established himself so solidly with 
the public that, as one Briton said, 
“He's the one minister you never hear 
criticized.”

fact, to ameliorate the exceeding chao- 
tic and primitive conditions under 
which the business men of that day 
had to conduct their financial affairs 
that the bank was established. 

At that time, of course, Canada had 
no currency of its own, The colonies 
were much too poor to afford such a 
luxury, and not only American, Bri- 
tish and French, but Spanish and Por- 
tuguese money was in circulation, Na- 
turally, the ratios of exchange into 
colonial money of account were sub- 
ject to frequent variations, As a con- 
seauence, domestic trade was carried 
on principally by barter and interna- 
tional business was on a very unstable 
basis. 

Yeunded by nine English and Scot- 
tish merchants of Montreal, the bank 
set about the business of giving some 
semblance of organization to the finan. 
cial life of the country, and its first 
task was the issue of paper currency— 
that is, the bank’s own bills in small 
denominations — and later, copper 
coins, 

Not only did the bank provide a me- 
dium of exchange such as had hither- 
to been lacking, but it nursed along 
the early enterprises of the country, 
and straightened out the difficulties of 
interurban, interprovincial and inter- 
national trading, 

Today the bank has more than 450 
branches throughout Canada and New- 
foundland, with its own offices in Lon- 
don, New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco, The size of its capital and 
reserves at $76,000,000 today stands 
in sharp contrast with the correspon- 
ding figure of more than a century 
ago, when the bank began business 
with $250,000. Perhaps a more gra- 
phic indication of the bank’s growth 
and the assistance it has rendered to- 
ward the development of the country 
is the fact that today it has over a 
million deposit accounts—about one in 
every four in the Dominion,

OTTAWA. — Community co-opera- 
tives through which farmers will 
supply local plants with raw ma- 
terials may be an important factor 
in the development of rural industry 
in Canada, two agricultural scien- 
tists told the House of Commons re- 
construction committee. 

Dr. W. H. Cook, director of ap- 
plied biology, national research 
council, and Prof. W. D. McFarlane, 
department of chemistry, Macdonald 
college, Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Que., 
discussed the possible development of 
rural industries making use of sur- 
plus crops and some residue products 
such as straw. 

They agreed that farmers should 
be interested in such developments, 
which would ensure that raw ma- 
terials would be supplied the plants 
continuously. 


Dr. McFarlane said alcohol pro- 


duction might be attained in rural} 


plants, although sometimes there 
might be a question for the excise 
department as to the consumption of 
some of the product. 

The committee expects to hear 
evidence from Premiers A. S. Mac-

PRISON CAMP LIFE 


Civilians Interned In Germany Have 
More Hardships Than The 
Fighting Men 

Fighting’ men are better able to 
stand up to the rigours of prison 
camps than are the civilians interned 
in Germany, according to word re- 
ceived from the War Prisoners Aid of 
the Y.W.C.A. 

Photographs, taken by the repre- 
sentatives who regularly visit the 
camps, and sent here via neutral 
sources, show the soldier prisoners 
in good health and spirits. They are 
adequately clothed and the camp 
fare, supp'emented by the 11-pound 
weekly foc’ parcels sent by the Red 
Cross, provides a diet far superior to 
that allowed the German civilian 
population. 

A bright spot in the dulf routine 
of prison c: np life comes to the men 
with the ar ival of mail from home; 
the Y.M.C.A. recreational supplies 
and the weekly Red Cross parcels. 
Reports slow that the soldier pris- 
oners havc a great advantage over 
the civlians, for they have the resil- 
iency of youth and the health and. 
strength built up through months of 
intensive military training to help 
them through the ordeal. Civilians, 
on the other hand, are generally 
older and they have much else on 
their minds besides the fact of their 
personal impriscnment. Many of 
them have families either in other 
camps or at large in Germany and

BAD MIXTURES IN CROPS 


The analysis of many thousands of 
farmers’ wheat crops conducted this 
last summer by the “Crop Testing 


Plan” shows some interesting results, | 


41 per cent of the fields are pure 
enough to make good true-to-variety 
seed, 24 per cent are classed as fair 
only, which means they are beginning 


to slip a little, but 35 per cent of the | 


fields tested were shown to contain 
bad mixtures, Many of these mixtures 


are of poor milling and baking value, | 


and do not yield as well as the newer 
varieties, 

Where mixtures consist of a rust- 
susceptible variety, such as Marquis, 
Red Bobs and so forth, it means that 
in the rust area and in a rust year 
part of the crop would be rusted. 
Some of the mixtures were of late 
varieties in an early crop such as Red 
Bobs, This means that such crops do 
not mature evenly and when the Red 
Bobs is cut there would be immature 
kernels of this late variety that would 
reduce the grade, 

Farmers receive the best returns 
for their efforts by growing one vari- 
ety in as pure a state as possible, The 
only way to achieve this is for a far- 
mer to use now and again a few bu- 
shels of good Registered seed sown on 
clean summerfallow and of the variety 
he decides to use,
